Educating Corn 


~Uur readers will remember that at | 
the Agricultural School here one 
week last winter, Mr J. C. Smith, | 
the prominent agriculturalist trom 
across the border, in the course of a 
fine address, advised the farmers 
here to experiment with corn, He} 
said that if they made a start this 
year it would only be a matter of 
time before this district: was in the 
corn belt, 

The advice has evidently not fal- 
len on deaf ears, for quite a few of 
the farmers have planted corn on a 
small scale this year, and some 
have been enjoying green corn on 
their tables for the past two weeks. 

Itis said this has not been an 
ideal season for corn raising, owing 
to the abnormal morsture during the 
growing months, but the results at- 
tained have been very encouraging. 

The C.P.R, Demonstration Farm 
was perhaps the largest corn raiser 
this year, but on their largest patch, 
about half-a-mile east of the 
buildings, they were unfortunate in 
being hailed out, The corn, howev- 
er, has recovered considerably, and 
will make good feed. They have, 
however, a small patch near the 
entrance to the farm, which was 
protected by a good windbreak, 
and which now stands from five to 
seven or eight feet high, with well 
developed ears. The from 
which this was sown was of an ex- 
ceptionally hardy variety, having 
been raised at an altitude of over 
four thousand feet. Small quantit- 
ies cf this seed have been sown at 
various points throughout the irri- 
gation block, with successful results 

Mr Don H. Bark, of the C.P,R. 
Headquarter Staff, has been greatly 
pleased with the result attained 
this year in the growing of corn, 
and believes that it will be possible 
to raise corn successfully tour out 
of five years here, though not to 
ripen it for some time yet. He 
thinks that the results attained this

The crop is so heavy this year 
that itis tax'ng the strengh of the 
binders to the utmost, and breakages 
are frequent. The twine required 
has exceeded the estimates in most 
cuses, but supplies are coming in 
fairly well. 

Threshing will commence towards 
the latter end of this week, and 
creWs are being assembled and prep- 
arations made for a lengthy thresh- 
ing season, 

There has been no frost so far, 
and oats planted late are maturing 
fast, while the second crop of oats on 
a number of farms that were hailed 
out has every chance of being cut 
and threshed. 

The price of grain is the only bad 
factor this year, Farmers had been 
led to expect that wheat would be 
at least $1.00 per bushel, but the 
enormous crop. being harvested 
throughout the North American 
Continent has evidently upset all ex- 
pectations, and prices have been on 
the down grade throughout the last 
few weeks, Most farmers intend to 
hold as much grain as they possibly 
can until the spring, when they ex- 
pect that prices will improve.

THE HOME MARKET 
FOR DAIRY PRODUCTS 


What One Creamery Company Pays 
Out In Central Saskatchewan— 
Surprising Development 


The relation of the farmer to the 
“Made-in-Cancda” movement is not 
not always apparent. The farmer's 
home market is often spoken of in 
discussions of the fiscal question, but 
Its direct relation to the sale of goods 
‘Made-in-Canada” is sometimes diffi- 
cult to trace. However, the enormous 
expansion in the dairy industry in the 
Prairie Provinces in the past three or 
tour years ha. resulted in great meas- 
ure from the building up of towns and 
cities, whose citizens demand an ever- 
increasing quantity of butter, milk, 
ice cream, etc. The residents of any 
town or city who derive their living 
from its commercial and industrial

During ‘he flush of the 
season, in June anc July, we paid out 
on an average in Carndulff, approxi- 
mately $150 a day for cream. The 
averege price for the year paid to the 
patrons was approximately 25c. 

All indications would point te an 
increase of 100% this year over last.

Fall Irrigation 


In an article regarding tall irri- 
gated crops in last issue, we gave 
details of a number of grain crops 
of very excellent quality and yield 
grown on land which had been irri= 
gated last fall. 

It is but fair to mention that there 
is one field in this district where 
fall irrigation is stated to have been 
non-successful, 

On Wednesday of last week we 
were shown by Mr E. F. Wheelera 
field of oats on the farm of his son- 
in-law Mr E. Litz, part of which had 
been irrigated and partnot. While 
the field all over isa very good one, 
and will yield a fine return, yet the 
part which is stated to have been ir- 
rigated does not present as good an 
appearance as the dry part, the straw 
not being as long nor the prospec- 
tive yield as great. 

There is bound to be an explana- 
tion of the difference between the 
results on this farm and of those on 
other farms in this district, and Mr 
G. D. Walters, the Government in- 
vistigator, intends to look it over 
and if possible, find the reason tor 
the discrepancy.
